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ing of your holy days, showed me the readings that go with them 
— he even chanted Kaddish at a memorial mass we held for a 
homeless boy who was murdered. Now we observe your major 
holidays as well as our own.” 


Patrick’s interpretation of tikkun olam and Sukkot was powerful. 
He spoke about the importance of distinguishing charity from jus- 
tice: "Those of us strong or fast or smart enough always take more 
than our share of Earth's treasures, in the name of providing for 
ourselves, so hazy are we about what is essential and what is not. 
The first step in healing the world is giving something back,” and 
then went on to ask “the hard thing that must inevitably be asked: 
Can the world be healed? The needs of the poor, the sick, the 
homeless are a bottomless well. You can pour yourself out cease- 
lessly and never fill them up, for even one person. Does it make 
any difference what we do, if the task is impossible? Yes, but not 
for the reasons we usually say. That is the thing I have learned. 
That is the truth that speaks to us from the readings tonight, from 
Sukkot itself. 


“The Feast of Booths doesn't ask us to stand with the poor exact- 
ly. It tells us we are the poor, that we are all homeless; that our 
mountain of things, our possessions, do not protect us; that the 
sense of security we draw from them is a dangerous illusion — 
and then it asks us to rejoice in that understanding.”

Supporting Israelis 
Impacted by Terrorism 


Wednesday Kadimah students (third grade 
and older) responded to a call from 
American Reform Zionist Association 
(ARZA) to write letters and draw pictures 
expressing sympathy to the family of 11- 
year-old Assaf Shtier of Haifa. Assaf was 
killed along with four members of his fam- 
ily in a cafe bombing on October 4. Four 
more members of his family were critical- 
ly wounded. The Shtier family are mem- 
bers of Progressive Congregation Or 
Hadash in Haifa. In addition to writing 
moving letters of sympathy and support, 
students engaged in a lively discussion 
about the conflict, asking many questions 
about the seemingly endless cycle of vio- 
lence. Kadimah will continue our dialogue 
about the Israeli-Palestinian conflict 
throughout the year, in order to understand 
the conflict and to find opportunities to act 
as and support peacemakers in the conflict.

Kadimah Class Spotlight: 
Kitah Gimel 


How do you teach all of Jewish history to 
eight and nine year olds in less than 30 two- 
hour sessions? That is the challenge of 
Kitah Gimel. Teacher and CSZ member, 
Andrea Guerra takes on that challenge this 
year, employing games, art, discussion, 
drama and more to study key figures and 
major themes in Jewish history. Students are 
exposed to big historical ideas from biblical, 
early rabbinic, medieval and modern 
Judaism and study exemplary Jews such as 
Abraham, King David, Rabbi Akiva, Rashi 
and Henrietta Szold. Those ideas are made 
concrete through materials such as the gra- 
ham crackers and frosting from which Kitah 
Gimel students recently constructed their 
model of Solomon’s temple. 


By the end of the year, Kitah Gimel stu- 
dents will have a sense of Judaism as an 
evolutionary tradition and their role in con- 
tinuing to create the history of their people. 
Track Kitah Gimel’s progress through his- 
tory this year by watching the evolution of 
the timeline on the library wall. 


Kitah Gimel is also the year when students 
join the Wednesday Kadimah community 
with additional time for the study of 
Hebrew and prayer. Guided this year by 
teacher Ila Cherney, Kitah Gimel students 
will build on their nascent Hebrew reading 
skills and engage in a study brachot (bless- 
ings).
